NOTIFICATION

G.S.R. 630(E),—In pursuance of rule 8 of the Nar- 
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cotic Drugs & Psychotropic Substances Rules, 1985, the Cen¬ 
tral Government hereby notifies the general conditions 
for grant of licences specified below for cultivation of opium 
poppy on account of the Central Government during the 
opium crop year commencing on the 1 st day of October, 1995 
and ending with the 30th day of September, 1996 :— 

PREAMBLE 

The Government of India— 

CONSIDERING the indispensable medical use of 
opium, 

RECOGNISING its role as the sole licit supplier of 
this raw material to meet world requirements in opiates, 

CONSCIOUS of the necessity to prevent and combat 
drug trafficking, drug abuse and narco-terrorism, 

HEREBY lays down the following general conditions 
for the grant of licences for opium cultivation for the crop 
year 1995-1996. 

1. PLACES OF CULTIVATION 

Poppy cultivation may be licensed in any tracts as may 
be notified in this behalf by the Central Government. 

2. ELIGIBILITY FOR CULTIVATION 

Cultivators who tendered an average yield of not less 
than 46 kgs./hectare during the crop year 1994-95 shall only 
be eligible for licences. 

Provided that a cultivator who tendered an average yield 
of less than 46 kgs. of opium per hectare during the crop 
year 1994-95 shall also be eligible if:— 

(i) he ploughed back his entire cultivation during 1994- 
95 crop year under the supervision of Government; 
or 

(ii) his appfeal against refusal of licence has been allowed 
after the last date of settlement in the crop year 1994- 
95; or 

(hi) he cultivated poppy in 1993-94 and was eligible for 
licence in 1994-95 but did not voluntarily obtain the 
licence due to any reason or who after having ob¬ 
tained licence in the crop year 1994-95 did not culti¬ 
vate poppy due to any reason; or 
(iv) he tendered a minimum yield of 30 kgs. per hectare 
in the crop year 1994-95 in villages which have been 
declared "Partially Damaged" by the Deputy Narcot¬ 
ics Commissioner or irrespective of the yield ten¬ 
dered by him in the villages which have been de¬ 
clared as "Extensively Damaged" by the Narcotics 
Commissioner. 

EXPLANATION 

"Damage" for purposes of this para means damage 
caused by natural reasons beyond the control of human be¬ 
ings which has been reported through Lambardar and veri¬ 


fied by the Government. 

Tire criteria adopted for declaring a village as "Partially 
Damaged" or "Extensively Damaged" would be as follows : 

(a) Partially Damaged 

At least 30% of the cultivators in the said village should 
have got their entire poppy crops uprooted under departmen¬ 
tal supervision. Where such damage occurred after lancing 
had generally started, at least 30% of poppy fields in the said 
village should have been affected by damage. 

(b) Extensively Damaged 

At least 70% of the cultivators in the said village should 
have got their entire poppy crops uprooted under depart¬ 
mental supervision. Where such damage occurred after lanc¬ 
ing had generally started, at least 70% of poppy fields in the 
said village should have been affected by damage. 

3. CONDITIONS OF LICENCES 

No cultivator shall be granted licence unless he 

satisfies that: — 

(a) he did not exceed the area licensed for poppy cultiva¬ 
tion during the previous years; 

(b) he did not at any time resort to illicit cultivation or 
was not involved in any offence under the laws relat¬ 
ing to Narcotic Drugs; and 

(c) during the crop year 1994-95 he did not violate any 
departmental instructions or had not adulterated his 
opium. 

4. MAXIMUM AREA 

The area to be licensed per cultivator shall not 
exceed :— 

(a) 30 Ares in case of cultivators who tendered an aver¬ 
age yield upto 54.999 kgs./hectare during the crop 
year 1994-95. 

(b) 40 Ares in case of cultivators who tendered an aver¬ 
age yield of 55 kgs. or above but below 59,999 kgs. 
per hectare during the crop year 1994-95._ 

(c) 50 Ares in case of cultivators who tendered an aver¬ 
age yield of 60 kgs. or above/hectare during the crop 
year 1994-95. 

(d) 30 Ares in case of cultivators covered under Clauses 
(i) to (iv) of Para 2. 

(e) Cultivator can sow opium poppy in more than one 
plot but each plot should not be less than 10 Acres. 

Provided that in case of cultivators in the State of Uttar 
Pradesh area to be licensed to an individual cultivator 
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shall not exceed 10 Ares notwithstanding the quantum of yield 
tendered by him in the crop year 1994-95. 

5. CONDONABLE LIMIT 

The condonable limit in respect of excess cultivation 
shall not exceed 5% of the licensed area. 

6. MISCELLANEOUS 

(i) These instructions are without prejudice to the right 
of the Narcotics Commissioner and/or Deputy' Nar¬ 
cotics Commissioner, to issue or withhold a licence, 
whenever it is thought proper so to do in accordance 


' with the provisions of the Narcotic Drugs &Psycho- 
tropic Substances Act, 1985 and the Rules made 

thereunder. 

(ii) The licence shall be subject to the condition that any 
field may be taken over for crop cutting experiments 
that may be conducted by the Government or by the 
Government in collaboration with specialised insti¬ 
tution or agency. 

(iii) Quantity or opium mentioned above will be calcu¬ 
lated at 70 Degree solids, on factory analysis.
